1. BEFORE MAKING APPROACH TO GOI SUGGESTED IN REF B. EMBASSY 
ASKED LOCAL PANAM REP TO RECONFIRM SITUATION WITH HIS SUPERIORS 
AND ASCERTAIN EXACTLY WHAT LEVEL FUEL SUPPLIES WERE NEEDED. 
PANAM LONDON REPLIED THAT PANAM COULD NOW GET SUFFICIENT FUEL IN 
LONDON TO OBVIATE NEED FOR ICELANDIC SUPPLIES. EMBOFF THEN 
DISCUSSED JET FUEL SITUATION IN GENERAL TERMS. RATHER THAN ON 
PANAM'S BEHALF, WITH PERMSEC. MINISTRY OF COMMERCE, AND EXPLAINED 
THAT WHILE NO US AIRLINE WAS AT PRESENT IN NEED OF FUEL HERE, 
SITUATION COULD ARISE WHERE WE WOULD BE REQUESTING AMOUNTS 
COMPARABLE TO WHAT LOFTLEIDIR RECEIVES IN US. GOI OFFICIAL SAW 

NO DIFFICULTIES WITH THIS, SAYING HE DOUBTED IT WOULD BECOME AS 
SERIOUS PROBLEM. 

2. PANAM'S SUDDEN LACK OF INTEREST IN ICELANDIC FUEL SUPPLIES 
AND EMBASSY'S PRESENTATION TO GOI IMPLY AVAILABILITY HERE OF AT 
LEAST SEVERAL HUNDRED THOUSAND GALLONS JET FUEL PER MONTH TO 
INTERESTED US CARRIERS. IRVING 
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
